NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  natural  conditions  of  the  town  have  been  detailed  in  previous  reports 
and  its  healthy  situation  and  ideal  climatological  conditions  and  purity 
of  air  is  still  unmarred  by  the  smoke  laden,  grimy  and  foggy  atmospheres  of  the 
country's  cities  and  industrial  areas.

The  years  weather  was  wet  and  dull,  with  at  times  severe  gales.  A very 
cold  January  was  experienced  followed  by  a dry  sunny  April,  but  a dull  and 
mainly  wet  summer,  followed  by  mild  weather  in  October  and  December. 

The  rainfall  of  47  inches  was  the  highest  for  several  years  and  the 
sunshine  at  1218  hours  was  the  lowest. 

No  very  serious  illness  could  be  traceable  to  the  weather  of  the  year, 
but  it  was  noticeable  that  the  lack  of  the  summer  sunshine  had  seme  detrimental 
effect  on  aged  persons. 

A minor  influenza  epidemic  occurred  during  October  and  The  Secondary 
School  was  closed  for  one  week  as  the  pupils  at  the  School  were  from  an 
extensive  area  and  the  possibility  of  av  oiding  widespread  was  minimised. 

OCCUPATIONS. 

The  gradual  change  01  the  town,  reported  upon  in  other  years,  appears  to 
have  reached  its  end  and  no  further  radical  change  in  the  occupations  of  the 
town  were  noticeable  during  the  twelve  months.  The  efforts  of  the  Council  and 
of  local  associations  to  obtain  additional  industries  to  the  Town  were 
unsuccessful  and  the  trend  for  young  people  to  leave  the  district  for  employment 
elsewhere  appeared  to  be  increasing,  this  trend  it  appears  is  noticeable  in  all 
the  small  Mid-Wales  Towns  and  will,  unless  arrested  eventually  lead  to  a heavy 
decrease  in  population. 


The  holiday  season  of  1954  showed  little  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  the  holidaying  public  taking  holidays  on  coach  tours  showed  an 
increase,  but  weather  conditions  deterred  the  other  holiday  visitors  and 
generally  the  amenities  provided  were  seldom  fully  extended. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  town  were  maintained  and  no  deterioration 
was  noticeable,  in  fact  it  could  be  said  that  the  difficult  housing  situation 
of  other  years  was  improved  upon.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  No  difficulties  on  water  supplies  occurred  throughout 
the  year. 

The  main  source  of  the  supply  administered  by  the  Council,  the 
source  of  which  is  the  River  Ithon,  was  efficiently  maintained  and 
the  purification  by  mechanical  filtration  and  chlorination  was 
satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  tabulation  of  Analysts  report  tabulated  in 
Table  3. 


It  was  necessary  to  augment  the  supply  on  the  Doldowlod  Estate  from  the 
Town  supply  for  a short  period. 

Chlorination  is  maintained,  to  give  a free  chlorine  content  of 
betv/een  008  and  0*15  p.p.m.  after  30  minutes  contact. 

The  ph  value  of  the  water  is  maintained  at  neutral  by  the  injection 
of  soda  ash. 

Two  new  small  diameter  mains  were  laid,  one  at  Princes  Avenue  for  the 
"Sunnycroi t1,  ana  adjacent  premises  and  one  at  Cefnllys  Road  for  new  bungalow  and 
adjacent  premises. 

The  two  service  reservoirs  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition  and 
both  reservoirs  were  cleansed  during  the  Autumn  of  the  year. 

Nine  house  service  pipes  were  renewed,  this  being  made  necessary  by 
blockage  due  to  corrosion.  This  renewal  proved  satisfactory. 

There  were  eighteen  new  water  services  connected  for  new  properties  or 
agricultural  purposes.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

■ 

Drainage . The  drainage  of  the  town  is  on  the  partial  separate  system, 
a large  volume  of  the  road  waters  and  a certain  volume  of  roof  and  yard 
waters  being  drained  separately  into  suitably  placed  water  courses. 

No  flooding  of  premises  occurred.  Major  repairs  were  necessary  to  a short 
section  of  6 inch  diameter  sewer  when  the  bank  of  the  Arlais  Brook  was  washed 
away  and  part  of  the  sewer  collapsed. 

The  sewer  system  proved  adequate  and  no  proposals  were  under  consideration 
for  the  construction  of  relief  or  other  sewers. 

Sewerage  Disposal.  The  three  sewerage  disposal  works  dealt  with  the 
purification  of-  sewage  to  give  effluents  of  moderate  condition. 

No  works  of  extension  or  modernisation  were  carried  out. 

No  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  sent  for  analysis  during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken  in  regard  to  pollution.  Examinations 
were  carried  out  of  water  courses  passing  through  the  town.  No  pollution  of 
any  extent  was  found. 

PUBL I C C LEAN SING.  Collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  proceeded  as 

in  other  years  by  the' Council1 s own  staff  and  vehicles.  The  method  of  collection 

remained  the  same. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  incineration  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  was  maintained,  the  tonnage  of  paper  sold 
being  26  tons.

Adulteration  of  Foods.  The  administration  of  the  Acts  dealing  with 

the  adulteration  of  food  is  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the 
Radnorshire  County  Council  and  no  particulars  are  available  to  my  Council. 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the 
year. 

Meat  Inspection.  The  centralised  slaughtering  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs 
was  continued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  up  to  2nd  July,  1954  when  the  Council 
licensed  four  slaughterhouses,  1 being  only  for  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs. 

On  the  changeover  of  the  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry,  a large  amount  of 
meat  in  particular  beef  has  been  imported  from  wholesale  butchers  at  Shrewsbury 
and  Builth  Wells.
